Contract by Suet in the given tins. An old pro- 
*«rb iijn "we should never lr,ok the gift hnrse 
in the mouth," and "beggars must not be 
cbooMsri by which w* are taught to be think 
ful for even ihia tardy attention to the wants of 
Australia. Nevertheless, we cannot help think- 
tog the' thia work might have been begun two 
years ago aa well as now. However, let by- 
■onss be by gone., and ace what enmei out of 
thia attempt. 

The I ait budget of news from the land of our 
fathers is not of too pleasing, a nature. There 
Mams to be something broudinp; somewhere and 
Mrnehow' which no one nan apeak definitely nf. 
but every one feels. The heart of Kuropr seems 
to be totting and moaning in ■ fevered ileep 
after the toil and Damon of the war. The 
kings of the earth are bamling themselves to- 
gether, each according to hi* own interest ; 
alliance! are being formed, both political and 
matrimonial, to meet the coming difficulty ; snd 
alt the Fowan appear to consider it a time when 
their swords should be girded oti, and their 
lamps kept burning. The serpent Russia is 
again in ite spangled coat, sneaking through 
the long grass of diplomacy, to bite to the death 
some unguarded opponent. Time - serving, 
facilitating, shuffling Prussia is seeking 
to make up her lee-way in the late 
tempest by a royal marriage with the country 
•be 'tared not stand by in the heat and press of 
battle. All interested, mercenary, or political 
marriages are bad and hideous ; hut a royal in- 
ierested, political, or mercenary wedding is the 
most bid, hideous, and pitiful mockery of the 
beet feelings of the human heart, and at the 
urns rime of their Maker, that ever policy 
conceived, or the recording angel drew a black 
nark against. First, we have two young people, 
poor souls ! — making the heel of s bad bargain,— 
«aeh knowing thai, uofrns t-olent. it ii doomed for 
the other. Then we see the royal father and 
mother doing aa they were done by; and, if re- 
trleinbryin.ee wanders back over long years, to a 
time when they wishtd they had been free, 
making them almost resolve not to run the risk 
of perhaps causing the misery of a child for life, 
then at that momenta great thorn of policy in 
the shape of an unscrupulous prime minister 
apringa up, 'and chokes the good seed ere it 
beat* fruit. Lastly in the procession of this — 
too-oft^n— aid sacrifice, we behold lauding or 
condemning newspapers, aa the base may serfs 
their party, bat neither lauding because they 
believe in the ensuing happiness of the young 
couple, nor condemning because they think it a 
piece oT barter in royal flesh which night do 
aredit sa the slave-markets of Virginia. 

But the most sombre and evil-looking piece 
•(news' from the old country is the appalling 
increase oT crime. Nothing is beard sate the 
ary against the murderer, robber, or swindler. 
A new system of thieving has been started, the 
thief school* himself into a moveable garotte, 
whereby sueeots is ensured against the selected 
sruBerer. Yat wore* even than the midnight 
robberies are the dark and httytleas iniquities 
brought bonis against boardi of directors, "emi- 
mant merchants," trustworthy and trusty clerks, 
sad men highly esteemed in the fihtiMiai. and 
acmtnenial world. Tbeae show the rottenness 
af sofiety, and erf far more fearful warnings to 
bewars of the brink of the perdition on which 
we stand than all the " horrible murders 
awtragfloue robberies" which eves 
oolnmns of a journal. And justly 
•f the loading English papers— to what is such 
a ant* of commercial depravity to be attri- 
anted ! To the niggardly, cutting, clipping 
•vatecn, which like mildew ia eating up all mer- 
cantile honour and the trustworthiness of aervi- 
tude. I am not one to cry np " the good aid 
v. nut :" bat when the merchants of Old Eng- 
land lived in Lombard-street, Greeechurch- 
streat, Sec , each man above his warehouse ; and 
when their servants and clerks were paid well, 
and fed well, nor eipected to keep up a style 
which their salaries would not admit : then was 
England first among the nations. Her traders 
ware princes, and their words as acceptable aa 
fine gold ; their honesty roee her higher in the 
•yes of Europe than fifty victorious Beldi, and 
men dreamed no more of doubting a 
British raerehant's promise, or fearing him as a 
windier, than they would have done of tread- 
ing on the train of Queen Bess, or palling Old 
Moll by the nose. Such men were the glory of 
Albion ; they carried the same chivalry to the 
counting-Hi. uss which struck no fallen foe as 
the field of battle— nor broke the plighted 
parole of a prisoner or a truce. They paid 
their dependents well, and according to their 
rsajponiibilitiea, and were served faithfully ud 
lovingly in return. But lo < what a change is 
here i oar modem merchants live in the west- 
end {and there is a west-end both to Sydney 
■aid Melbourne'], they are men of paper, and 
paper i* their reward : they hasten to be rich.— 
and fall into a quagmire ; they cannot go to the 
oity without a carriage, snd the tame vehicle 
takes them to the Insolvent Court. Th;ir 
servants are cut down — snarled at — and op- 
preened ; bo salary is given in proportion to the 
responsibility incurred, so that a mistake of 
judgment may bring roin headlong upon s man. 
The dark-rfingy office of Change-alley, or 
Thames-street, wherein untold wealth dad been 
made for generations, is now plastered and 
painted into the Hash eounlmg-house 
of a flash company, which has a flash noble nan 
fer a chairman, and eomoose* its prospectus in 
taeh mercantile cant. The sedate, acute, and 
silver-haired chief clerk, whojs.nl by a lifetime 
of untiring industry showered wealth into the 
coffers of the firm and achieved for himself a 
competency, is now metamorphosed into a spick, 
span-new, freshly-gilt secretary, who, beginning 
life in a hurry, intends carrying it on upon the 
credit or that haite j and believes the manage- 
ment of 1 joint stock concern 
Ike acme of human in- 
Thst there if a fearful falling 
away in our commercial honour the mere names 
•f Paul, Badlier, Cole, and Kedpath wilt al once 
•rove ; and the cry of more outward and physi- 
oai crime is ma unchanging that, like a continue] 
hell, we hardly notice it now. Yet there is 
something so deeply startling in these facta to 
thinking aonle.that many a lover of his country 
and his kind will repeat to himself the agonising 

whence will come the remedy ' 

Amongst things and signs and events to he 
Bated and reflected upon at present in Sydney 
Ls the more general and successful introduction 
e/tfce classic drama. We have long been held 
to be completely of the ssrth, earthy, with no 
thowght, aw aspiration turned towards " things 
sset asaaVs with hands ;" bat locked-up In 
sverie* and bargain-making to the end of the 
efcapter.

Brougham's) Diaurtation. the reprint uf whioh ia now 
before ua. was precisely and identically the anmr 
with _ the doetrine ]sid down hy Mr. Canning, then 
Foreign Minister, in his Notes to the American 
envoys here. That doetrine was that ships of war 
had a right of search on board neutral trading 
vessels for contraband of war, or deserters 
from one royal or merchant-merino — but not on 
hoard .hips of wir of the neutral powo-. A trans, 
gresainn of this limit had ftrsl ocrttrred (June SBrd, 
IS07J in the case of lhe f.eoparr! and (.-hesapcaae, the 
latttT of which, nn American frigate, waa ttrcil upon 
by the former, for refusing the richt of aeru-eh for 
same English deaertcrs, whom she waa known to 
havonnhoan). The account of the sttacl on the 
Chesapeake, reached London on the iSib of .tulv. 
On the, 2nd of August, before any demand of rdie'ss 
had been made hy the American envoys in London, 
Mi. Canning caused to he conm-ed tn them a dis- 
avnwil of the right to search ihijis in the national 
service of any enuntry for d esenem, together with . 
pr.imue of suitahlc reparation for the unautlinriacd act 
of the Leopard. 

Out seconrl American war, we repeal, wai nil hut 
inevitable, her.use the gigantic efforti midc hv 
France and Bngl.nd to dcatrny each other crushed all

■imn ^eilouaiaa. and maritirnn collisions, drifted 
them into w.r with England. Dor Order, in Council, 
therefore, which retaliated Napoleon'. It.. r H.i and 
HlIsi, decree, .gainet the trade of neutr.li with 
enemies, and the exercise by our King's ships of tho 
right of March (ennsllt asserted in principle, bv Mr. 
Brougham ss by Mr. Cannini,! led almost inevitably 
In war with the Urited Htatea. quite incvi'ably, 
when one of the two powera had coiacd tn desire 
peace. And this took place when the second Ameri- 
can preiidentof French leaninea (.Wartisonl aiwNiH- 
lnon. In 1H12. apparently ebont to complete hi. mas- 
tery of Enropo, and thonght be saw, while our hands 
were full in Europe, a favourable opportunity for the 
conquest of Canada.

by a transient teuiptitiun, who may 
some remorse, and Ln respect to 
whom there may he some hope, and the ronflrnud 
criminal who had shoren the path of crime delihevsad* 
for his nwn advantage, and with respect to whom it 
might be considered dan^erou, to aociety to allow hUm 
to bo at large i ao that if criminals could he divided 
into two glasses, and permanent leolusiun provided for 
thoso who were permanently dangerous, It wimld be 
deniable. All that he could aay waa that lhe law 
give, very imperfect mean* of iscexiuining whether a 
criminal should be pot into that cluaa or mil. Tha

The great feature* of the Waita Linda 
Ait are pteaerved. The diiriaion of public landa 
into town linda, .oburbtn land*, and country 
luda la retained. The ayitem of aale by anciian 
ia adhered lo. a* welt aa the plan of privately 
piirchaeing flection, that have once paaaed the 
hammer. The u pee t price of a pnsnd an acta 
ia not reduced, while the minimum price of anb- 
urban landt in filed at thirty ehillin,ti an acre, 
and that of town lota at eight pounda an acre. 
The pajrtoral landa are to be leaned annually, 
with full power lo the Government to resume 
them whenever the public intemt requires It, 
The principal novelty to be intruducedl 
ie the creation of a land board to determine 
what iandi ehould be brought under surrey, 
and when. Hitherto, this responsibility ha* 
i cited exclusively with theSuBTKyoB. Gcn t<UL 
He ha* decided on hi* own tiaJpU whal land 
he would turirey ud biing to mar- 
ket, what land should remain for 
a time nnexposed to public competition. 
Individual eojuatteri have been completely at bl* 
mercy. He could march upon any run he liked, 
and ilics it up into email fsrma, or be could 
order his aurveyon to paa* it by. It has seemed 
to the Aaaembly that thii is too great a power 
to place in the hand* r.f any one 
man, even of a reepontible Minister ; 
that it open* the door to fsvcmitiim and cor 
ruplion. and lo the obtaining by the Qorernraent 
for the time being of patliamenury nupport in 
exchange for an accommodating management of 
the survey. They have, therefore, affirmed the 
netwsiity of the appointment of a land board to 
determine what land should be withdrawn from 
nquaitagea and eipoeed for *ale, preeuming that 
a board will be more rigidly impartial, and let 
open to tho influences or friendship or political 
leaning* than a tingle official cotild he. Time 
only can prove how far this hope will be 
realiaed. There is a tendency in public 
board* lo become irreaponaible. The duty 
i* in divided, that it it difficult to 
bring home wrong doing to any special indi- 
vidual*. It ia not averred that the Schvetqu- 
GiniEiL has been partial is the manner in 
wbieh be bat hitherto autveyed tie land, but 
lie Board ia to bo introduced to prevent hit 
becoming to. It i* a protrweti** and contin- 
gent evil, not an actual one, that it to be guarded 

•taint, 

In ihia colony alio, a* in Victoria, the ayitem 
of land sale. bt. been mtinUined unaltered. 
In aouth Auatralia, the fint Parliament had not 
yet mat, hut the reaponiible Mini.teri and other 
candidate! are before the conatitucDciet, and 
□one of them advocate any material 
in the system which is in force, 
eitentive lurreyi, *a ai to beep the market 
constantly supplied, and to secure at all time* 
• large quantity of land available for selection at 
the upaet price, after having been lubmitted to 
auction, ii all that i* asked for In 4irder to 
sultry tie de.irei of intending tattler*. Ia 
TMroaain it it proponed alio to retain the nptet 
price of a pound an acre, tie only novelty in- 
troduced being the tubttitntioii of teudeie in- 
nletd nf biddings at auction. The Legislature of 
the colony ha* not yet endomed this plan, and it 
is doubtful whether it will. Purchase by tender 
will not be s security against the evils complained 
of aa attendant on the auction ayitem, 
and moit of those evil* may be removed by 
keeping abundance of land open for sale. Pur- 
chase by tender will not protect tie poor man 
sgsitut tbt competition of the rich, or prevent 
land from aelltnp at a high price when it l* 
known that several parties are aniioru to pur- 
chase it, Jt will tend to diminiah tb* revenue, 
hut it is t*tt aoeitkoabl* whether it will be 
lo lead to general taosfactioB. NtW 



Zetland ia the only Auattalaaian colony in which 
lhe uiwet price of land h*« been reduced, and 
tlie meaiure wen adopted ih»ie at a lime whan 
the attraction of the Victorian guli-fielda 
had allured «»ay lh* population, and, at 
a last resource, to revive the drooping 
fortunes of the colony. C neap land, it wet 
hoped, would prove tn tie immigrant an attrac- 
tion stronger even then a gold-field The re- 
tult, however, hhi not been equal to the 
expectation* awakened. A few straggler* have 
been temriied ova-r, but there baa been no gleet 
ruah of population. The bulk of immigrant* to 
luirrali* prefer lo ttav in the colonic* where 
land it kepi up tn the price nf a pound an acre, 
lo going to the Patadise where it ia to be had 
for five abillinga. Murmun againet 
tbo high price of land are fre- 
quent enough, yet, though New Zealand 
it wiihin a week's tail, the com plain an t« do 
nni take the trouble lo go there. The Pro- 
vincial Government of Sew Zealand have had 
agent* ai. tinned in Hrdnty and Melbourne, who 
have advertised for immigrant*, and nffared free 
pattageitn those who were willing to gt, ; and 
amongst the crowd of diaappulnte-d immigrant* 
that cluaiei i D oaT cltiaa, not a few have been 
found willing to accept the offer and liy their 
luck in a new country. But we notice thai the 
local papers coniiiUin that theae very imreigranta 
become in manv catca diiselisfied, and wend 
their way back again to the mainland. 
Notwithtt ending lbs attractive climate 
cf New Zealand, lhe fertility of its landt, the 
capacity of it* herbouTn, the convenience* of 
ita river*, and the many inducement* it helda

It ii wurth noticing alio, that net only it lhe 
existing price maintained, but that in no Aui- 
traljxn colony don there appear to be even a 
large minority in favour of any sudden alteration. 
The advocate! for change, when brought to the 
ten or a vote, appear to be comparatively few in 
number. There are theoriata ready at once to 
plunge into toy novelties, but the great bulk of 
Autiralian tettlert tre content to let well tlone. 
The general, common eense of the community 
approve* on the whole of the present plan, and 
in its continuance. 



Sotra weebt ago a petition win presented to 
the Assembly for redress, by a man named 
JoitTli WiLttu, who alleged that, while thep.

and children were barbtroualr murdered in the 
but, (hat he suspected a man whom he bad seen 
go to the hut and depart from it, as guilty of the 
crime j that the police conatahle and the mmgii- 
trate, instead of helping to bring lhe criminal to 
juttice, refused to hear evidence against him, 
bnt committed Jon* pb Wilse, hinaietf, at 
guilty of the crime ; that he we* kept in inn* 
fur tome time at Graf ton. and at length fa*, 
warded to Sydney, where, after nome forth, r 
confinement, he wat rele-aed in conaequence 
ol the ATTuawsv-asNEn„i, honing no 
evidence against him ; that on hit 
return to the country he again accused the per- 
tan whom be euipected of murder, and wta 
fomniued by the mstjittratei to take hi* trial 
l',r perjury ; that he wai again forwarded to 
Sydney, and again released bees use there was 
no evidence against him ; and that daring hit 
f irced absence from the country hit piopeny, to 
the value, of some £300, was dtetr >ytd princi- 
pally by the wanton carelessness of lhe con- 
a ladle. The petition alto a»t forth tundry other 
charge* ageidtt the magiatraU and com table of 
cruelly, neglect, and ill- treatment. A select 
committee hat been occupied for five days in 
sifting the evidence relating to this complaint, 
the man Wilkes himself, and the magli- 
tiata, Mr, Mac kills a, have both been clotely 
examined. The evidence has h tk printed, 
and a perusal of it excite* a feeling of emprise 
that Wll.Kas should have the vetnauetomeneia 
to challenge inquiry into the matter. Almost 
every ntstemenl he mikei ia contradicted point 
blank by tn* magistrate, and the whole cue 
pretent* a very diOerent character from that let 
forth in the petition. Mi. Miceellik state*, 
that bt never knew the man till he was called 
to enquire into this murder, and then the chief 
constable gave him the following insight into 
hit paat history.

And 
it waa dincooereif that they had been poitoned t>v the 
ndtninistratfen of blea-elone in tulphur. Wilkes was 
then taken up, hut he made a atalemeut to the effect 
that blue-ltone had keen mixed up with tome anlpher 
which he had QC-ULirtrd from Uorgtn, the chemist in 
Sydney, and that he had given the whole of hia family, 
hia wife included, a dnee of this Aulphur and blun- 
ttpne . that th*y had all been very ill, and that two of 
hi* children had died. Wtlkea was the only penes 
who did not enquire a dove of nulpbur cn that occttEon, 
Taking ill thru thing* into ttnulderatron, I naturally 
concluded that the man waa a had character, and fait 
dlpposed, in the absence of any direct evidence, to 
think r.im the murderer, and I do still think eo. 

The evidence of the magistrate also showed 
that, at first, WrLxu declared he did not know 
who could have been guilty of the murder ; 
that it was got til! be had been taken up 
himaelf that he accused the rase I.vscjh ; that 
this man, whom be ewore to having teen corns 
to the hut and deptrt from it on the city of the 
murder, we* prowl to h-ve been all the day at 
hia own station; that an intelligent blackfellow 
decland that, being at Wmti' atalisn. in oom.

It is 
ptoveabls that he haa fabricated faltehoudt 
about the magi at rats and conn able, and these 
part* of hi* teatimony whicli ire incapable of 
refutation are ennruaed tnd self-contradictory. 
In view nf Lhil fact the select committee have 
recommended that the attention of the Atroa- 
HL-r fJ strand. i, la agwn drawn tn the ceae. 

The chargea brought againet Ml. Uicittui 
art quite uotuatained. So fir from being in 
any way culpable, it appear! that that gentle- 
man not only Krictty performed his duty, 
but look the gteateat paina to enaure 
juitioe, and behaved with every humanity, 
advancing fundi out cf hia own pocket 
for which he hm never yet been reim burned. It 
mutt be annoying to him, after hiving hone*!lj 
done hi* duty, to have hi* public and privtie 
chsracter maligned as it hat Been by Wilkes, 
Bnt this ia a penalty which every man ivhu 
hold* i public station muni expect occisi anally 
to pay. He hit the atUnfietioB, however, not 
only of beiog extintraled by the aelect com- 
mitlee rrom dll Mame, but or being warmly 
commended for hia conduct..

Wisss peopl* hiive oirtw rked na argument 
or . theorj, rir a msxim, whether in piliiics or 
religion, * day of retribution in sure to crime. 
Thit if the esse now with respect to the fi-csl 
built of lbs Church Df England. A great deal 
has been always eattl of tbe sd ventage enjoyed 
by lha Church in thin country in b.iiig in 
endowed church, and very properly. Tor no prac- 
tical mm cm deny tbe advantage, af endow- 
menu. But Ctmrch writers have not stepped 
hire, but hive carried on a rrnnltr crusade 
gfcainst the volunluiy principle. This wan not 
necessary, beciuse there i« tn real enntradidioo 
between the two, sources of enprtoit. Why 
nhunlii not the Church enjoy the bequests nf the 
dead and the stiffs of the living too ? How- 
ever, everybody who wished tfi be lining ht 
anything of a churchman drcried the volun. 
tary principle. It was a dangerous, visionary, 
foolish and heretical principle. Dissenter* went 
upon Ike voluntary principle, and dissent wm 
tiiong, therefore the voluntary princiiils was 
TeTong. The voluntary principle was associated 
with heterndo.y, endowment; wiih nrth' doiy. 
The latter «e» held op to venerati-m, coop ed 
with the fathers, the fWnrils, and the Creeds, 
and we weie told in the same breath, to n>«[wct 
endowments and hold fast, the form ofsnund 
words, to roveretice the establishment and 
Christianity. Many connected the question 
with Calvinism, and thought that the voluntary 
principle went along with predestination, en- 
dowents with freewill. Well, thin anrl o' Ian. 
Jrusge went on for a long; time, and the Church 
thought the never could congta.nlate her- 
self enough on Wag an endowed church, 
•nd not being at all rlependf tit on tbe volun- 
tary principle. But now cornea an unfortunate 
discovery, to which the Bishop of St. Asaph 
calls public attention, vix,., that the Church of 
England is not 1 wholly hut only a half-en- 
dowed church. " A« far aa I cm ventura to 
form a judgment," says his lordship. " or to 
express it, the funds nt the disposal of the 
Church stb utterly inadequate to provide for 
that which is inquired for the we llhping of the 
Christian community of the country/' Then, 
our boast of having an endowed church has been 
only half true, and we have to look to some 
other enures of support. 

Now, what would any person naturally think 
would be tbe very first step taken onmnkiugiuch 
a discovery is this f One would nat urally eipect 
something NU a recantation or a modification of 
tbe favourite Theory of endowment). It would 
certainly seem at or hi. sight pretty clear 
that we had whistled before we were out nf the 
vrood, that we had bteo imagining ouuelvia 
quite safe and secure upon the rock of endow- 
ment, and in a position to say anything we liked 
■gainst tbe voluntary principle, when it really 
turned out that we were left, after all, half- 
dependent upon that principle, and that conse- 
quently it was time to retract a little of our Kith 
language against it and make the amende 
honorable. It was all very well abusing it when 
you thought you could do ni'hont it, bat now 
thnl yow want it you ahould be civil to it ; 
but, strange to say, it does not occur 
to ths Bishop of Bt. Asaph to do 
anything of tbe sort. The very next 
aentance In this which we have quoted, 
in which he announces the fact of tbe Church 
being ao deficiently endowed, is a denunciation 
of the voluntary principle. lie cannot, even jo 
the eitremity of bis poverty, make a bedfellow 
of that low and abominable principle ; be cannot 
accept aid from it— the very touch wonld pdl 
lute bin; it ia plainly a point of honour with 
him, and he ia prepared to live on bread and 
water, or starve outright rather than touch a 
voluntary sixpence . This tort of language 
slicks like wax to tbe English Church dignitary 
— be cannot get out of the old groove ; w hst- 
evar be the ptosptct before him he must pro- 
phecy againat •olustaryism ; it is hie old mother 
tongue, the chime which he carries in his ear from 
bis cradle. It would appear, however, to re- 
quire some ingenuity to support euch language 
in this emergency. For what are you to do f If 
you have not endowment enough, it wsuld seem 
that the voluntary principle was tbe only 
other aouice left to which to appeal for the sup- 
plementary euppoit yea want. But no, lays 
the Biihop of St. Asaph, yon must have more 
endowment. You have not enough now from 
this source, but you must get mote from it ; — 
yon must remedy defective endowment by sup- 
plementary endowment. Very good ad- 
vice if it could be executed, but it seems, un- 
fortunately, to fall under Mn. Partridge's 
preliminary difficulty, How are you to get 
endowment? The Bishop says himself that 
" in many cases, perhaps in ntont, it will be 
found impossible to carry out bis suggestions." 
Endowments, of course, cast nobody anything 
when they are once, given and belong to the 
Church ; but the original gift is an enormous 
sacrifice. It is a form of church aid which is 
wholly out of the power of the great mass of 
members of the Church. The largest proper- 
ties could alone affordihe ad equate endowmentof 
one district church, taking £300 a year sa the 
standard of a clerical income. 

The truth is, that endowments in the strict 
meaning of the Word never were the main 
source from which tbe necessary spiritual wunts 
of the Christian body were supplied. Endow- 
ments were special gifts given for special ob- 
jects, but that which supplied the eubstnAtial 
and necessary spiritual wants of the Christian 
body was the tenth of the Christian's property ; 
that is to say, the tithe. The tithe was 
charged upon the land exclusively, because 
land was the only permanent property 
in early times ; but the- principle of the 
tithe system was, that all the members of the 
Church who had anything to give should 
give out of their means, in due proportion, 
towards the rupply of the spiritual wants of the 
population. That was the old law of Chris- 
tianity, and wherever Christianity spread that 
law went with it It wis in its origin a law of 
simple equity and common charity, a voluntary 
tlx of the Christian body upon itself, which it 
sustained from year to year, and which became 
at Ust law by force of time and custom. That 
waa the source from which the Christian minis- 
ter! end the necessary spiritual superinten- 
dence and instruction of the people were sop- 
plied, and it was in its origin of the nature 
of a voluntary annual charge upon the 
Christian body, coming mcire under the 
voluntary principle than under that of fixed en- 
dowment. Endowments, strictly speaking, ceme 
in rather to supply a special than a general and 
universal want. They supplied tbe spiritual 
luxuries of the Church rather than its neces 
attics ; they raised the monastery, the cathedral, 
the collegiate church ; they founded institutions 
of learning, retreats for prayer and meditation, 
noble libraries, stately schools, but they were not 
the fund which sustained the ordinary parish 
priest and supplied the necessary wants of the 
Christian flock. 

When the case with which we have to deal is 
one of necessity, and not spiritual luxury or orna- 
ment, when we have to provide for the elementary 



spi'ttnal wants of a Christian popakl ion, the 
nat um 1 principle which both hiswry an-i com- 
mon i-enst recirmmend ui to have recourse t„ ; s 
tor voluntary principle. Y -u never can prove 
thai iL ia the b, unite- n duiy of thia or that par- 
ticular landed proprietor, who pays tithes per- 
h-ic-s to armie absentee Is) impropriator, to cut 
two or three hundred acres off his estates fur 
'he endowment nf a u ew church. There was a 
rage for emluwment in the middle eg*q - it was 
the feehiun ; it was connected with the pride of 
particular orders, the spletid itir uf shrine*, the 
ad, ;r*T ion of great names. It wag the euurce 
which fed the spiritual purrp and power uf 
the Ch.,rch. That fashion uf thought has 
penned away, and with it the great 
fashion of endowmeU. But while ynu 
cannot prove that this or that 
squire should endtxr a church you can prove 
that it i* the duty of a Christian body to give 
oat of their means fur the supply of the neces- 
sary wants of a Chtistiin population. 'ITiai law 
Df justice and chariiy._ihe law upon which 
those t'thes., which in all ai;et have been the 
si-urce of supply to thot-e necessary want*, are 
f ,,uiided — the voluntary principle, is still left 
y-.u to sppeal to. It ia a law which has its 
Tina in common charity, in c.mm >n sensr, and 
in hum**, nature. It is never idd-faahuined or 
"bsulet**, but always new, nor hie il to be re- 
su»ciiated, for it exists already in the shape of 
church societies which have this particular 
object in tfieiv.
